Educational Update

Wilmington Superintendent of Schools 
To those of us who remember preparing 180 peanut butter 
and jelly sandwiches during the course of the school year and 
never (Heaven forbid) letting the mashed potatoes touch the 
peas, ‘You are what you eat” takes on a familiar ring. * 
How would you like to plan and serve nutritious meals to 
2000 youngsters daily? That's what Anne M. Quinn, Wilm 
ington’s cafeteria director and head of school food services 
does. In addition she is responsible for maintaining the elder- 
ly feeding program for nearly 80 senior citizens, both “Meals 
on Wheels” and on-site feeding at the West Intermediate 
School 
Good nutrition has a definite effect on health, growth and 
learning. The school lunch provides one-third or more of the 
daily nutrient needs of the student at a low cost. The school 
food service director's responsibility involves not only the 
menu planning to provide this nutritional need but has the ad. 
ded responsibility of maintaining a cost-effective program 
even with reduced subsidies from the federal and state 
governments, The school lunch program in Wilmington is 
totally self-supporting, receiving no monies from the town or 
school department budget, including paying the salaries of 
all its staff of 35 women on a full or part-time basis and 10 
substitutes, almost all Wilmington residents 
To t in the cost effectiveness of the program, the 
United States Department of Agriculture distributes surplus 
commodities to the states and the local school lunch pro: 
grams. Once the commodity foods are received by the school, 
it's then necessary to find different ways to use the product 
In Wilmington, tacos are a great hit as well as turkey din. 
ners, both ground beef and turkey being a government com: 
modity, when available, which helps to keep the cost of lun: 
ches down 
The Wilmington School Lunch Department also gets in 
volved with the teachers by helping to provide nutrition 
education materials during the year. The school lunch 
department this year has been a part of joint teaching ven- 
tures with the reading department during the Rainbow Sum 
mer Reading Program by having rainbow ice cream to 
culminate the program in the fall. It also provided the dinner 
for the Midieval Fair of the West Intermediate School and 
has been a part of many of the PAC groups, putting on pro: 
grams or being available to speak on nutrition.

It is one of the few 
programs that touches nearly every child, every day of the 
school year and is an integral part of the educational process

Well, you started to grow up 
and the cards went into a shoe box 
and eventually got thrown away 
to make room for more important 
things. 

Anything that only cost a nickle 
could not be important 
anyway, right? Wrong! 

At Bill's Place (which has just 
moved from Stoneham to Haven 
St., Reading) if you still had it you 
could find that a 20 year-old Pete 
Rose card would be worth as 
much as $20. A particular rookie 
card of Mickey Mantle is worth 
over $1,500. He has one collection 
of one year that's worth $8,000.

As a matter of fact the business 
is so active now that people like 
Bill Carvalho are able to make a 
living by owning stores that deal 
mostly in the trading cards alone.

He went on to note that 90 
percent of his business does 
consist of baseball cards. 

Carvalho has made the trading 
cards his business for the last five 
years and for three and one-half 
of those years he has been in the 
Stoneham location.

“The Natural” starring Robert 
Redford, Glenn Close, Robert 
Duval, Kim Basinger, Wilford 
Brimley, Richard Farnsworth 
Directed by Barry Levinson, 
Rated PG (violence) 

What is the story with 
Hollywood these days? Can't 
anyone produce a movie any 
more that is sweet and innocent 
and happy without being con- 
descending, cloying and overly 
symbolic? 


As you have probably guessed, 
“The Natural’ is a disap- 
pointment, and it shouldn't have 
been. The cast is star-studded, the 
costumes and sets are lovely, and 
it is very prettily photographed 
But the missing link here is script 
writers Roger Towne and Philip 
Breen, who are trying to prove 
the theory that it takes con- 
nections, not talent to work in 
Tinsel Town, Of course, a lot of 
the blame must go to director 
Barry Levinson for his heavy- 
handedness and penchant for 
slow motion. 


Although this story of a man's 
(Robert Redford) desire to be the 
best baseball player in the world 
is perhaps too hokey and mystical 
for adults, it does not deserve to 
be ranked below mediocre, 
mostly due to the fine per- 
formances and cinematography. 
Also, children old enough to be 
exposed to the short segment 


containing violence might enjoy 
“The Natural,” as the symbolism 
will probably fly right over their 
heads, and it does have an in- 
spirational theme. 


“Firestarter” starring Drew 
Barrymore, David Keith, Martin 
Sheen and George C. Scott 
Directed by Mark Lester. Rated 
R (profanity, violence) 

In this corner is little Charlie 
McGee (Drew Barrymore), an 
eight-year-old who packs a sur- 
prising punch, she’s a 
pyrokinetic, and can start fires 
simply by thinking about them 

In the far corner are the 
ruthless members of The Shop 
(Martin Sheen and George C 
Scott,) a government agency that 
wishes to capture and study 
Charlie for their own rotten 
pui 

“Firestarter,” based on yet 
another book from the Stephen 
King factory, is a chiller that is 
psychologically frightening with 
horrifying moments. However, 
the special effects are terrifically 
over-produced (everytime 
Charlie thinks her heated 
thoughts, her fists curl and her 
hair blows from a mysterious 
wind.) 

Although not high drama, this 
flick is entertaining, and has a 
few spine-tingling, toe-curling 
edge of your seat moments.
